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BOSTON, 


Meet capital of Massachusetts, the largest-town in New-En- 

gland, and the fourth (or perhaps third) in rank and size 
in the United States, lies in latitude 42° 23/ 15” N. and in longi- 
tude 70° 52! 42” W.; is 176 miles S. W. of Wiscasset, 61 S. by 
W. of Portsmouth, 164 N.E. of New-Haven, 250 N. E. of New- 
York, 347 N. E.of Philadelphia, and 500 N. E. of the City of 
W ashington. 

Boston was settled, as early as 1631, from Charlestown. It 
was called Shaumut, by the Indians ; Trimountain, by the set- 
tlers in Charlestown, from the view of its three hills ; and had 
its, present name in token of respect to the Rev. Mr. Cotton, a 
minister of Boston in England, and afterward minister of the 
First Church here. It is built upon a peninsula, of irregular 
form, at the bottom of Massachusetts Bay, and is joined to the 
main land by anisthmus on the south end of the town, leading to 
Roxbury. It is about two miles long, but of unequal breadth ; 
the bfoudest partis 726 yards. The peninsula contains nearly 
1000 acres, on which are about 3000 dwelling-houses. The 
number of inhabitants in 1790 was 18,038 ; in 1800, 24,937 ; and 
now, probably, considerably exceeds 30,000. The town is inter- 
sected by about 100 streets, lanes, and alleys, most of them irreg- 
ular in their width and direction. State street, Broad street, 
Common street, Front street, and a few others, are exceptions to 
this general character. State street is very spacious, and being 
on a line with Long wharf (where strangers usually land), and 
immediately connected with Broad street, exhibits a flattering 
idea of the town. Broad street was built in 1806, from State 
street across Doane’s, Central, and Vose’s, docks and wharves, 
to Batterymarcn street, and is 70 feet wide ; here are erected 
about 60 large and elegant brick stores, of 4 stories each, of uni- 
form height and appearance. India strect, which 1s now build- 
ing, east of Broad street, is considerably advanced ; many stores 
are erecting, and the street, when completed, will lead to India 
wharf, recently finished, on which are built about 60 brick 
stores, 40 of them 5 stories high. All the stores on Broad 
and India streets, and India wharf, have water-proof cellars, 
constructed at immense expense. These streets, wharf, and 
buildings, have been made and erected under the direction of a 
company, instituted forthe purpose, and form, together, the most 
elegant and commodious seat for mercantile business in the 
United States. Front street, at the south part of the town, is 
also entirely new, perfectly straight, 70 feet wide, and 3000 
long ; as yet there are but few buildings on it. Olive street, 
Chesnut street, and the vicinity of Beacon hill, exhibit a great 
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number of dwelling-houses, which, for beauty of situation and 
elegance of structure, are not equalled in the Union. 

There are in Boston twenty-one edifices for publick worship, 
which are arranged according to the time the churches were 
founded :

The State-House stands on the south side of Beacon hill, 
fronting the Mall. The corner stone was laid July 4th, 1795. 
It is 173 feet front and 61 feet deep, und consists externally of a 
basement stcry, 20 feet high, and a principal story, 30 feet, this 
in the centre of the front is crowned with an attic, 60 feet 
wide and 20 feet high, which is covered with a pediment ; im- 
mediately above this,rises a dome, 50 feet diameter and 30 high, 
terminated with a circular lantern, supporting a gilt pine cone, 
an emblem of one of our principal staples. The representatives? 
room is 55 feet square. The senate-chamber is 55 fect by 33 
feet. The council-chamber is 27 feet square. In this building 
are kept the offices of the secretary and treasurer of the state, 
Two flights of stuirs lead to the lantern, 170 steps from the 
foundation, which is about 100 feet above the level of the har- 
bour, and 60 feet above the level of the Mall. 

The County Court-House in Court street 1s by no means an 
ornament to the town ; it is small, inconvenient, and exposed to 
the noise of a very busy street. A lot of land has been pur. 
chased, on which toerect a newone, and probably ere long 
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the building will be commenced. In the court-house are kept 
the provate-office and registry of deeds for the county. 

In the reur of the court-house is the County Gaol, a plain 
stone building of considerable strength. 

The Alms-House, lately erected on the banks of Charles riv- 
er and on Leverett street, West-Boston, is large, elegant, and 
commodious, 270 feet long, 70 wide, and 3 stories high. The 
rooms are numerous and airy ; there is a hall for religious wor- 
ship, and handsome apartments appropriated to the use of the 
master. Within its enclosure is a large area of grass-plat and 
garden; and in detached buiidings a kitchen, wash-house, 
bathing-house, &c. 

Fanieul-Hall in the market place, founded in 1740 by Peter 
Fanieul, Esq., has been lately enlarged at the expense of 56,000 
dollars, and is now 100 feet long, and 80 feet wide. The base- 
ment story is used as a market-house. The principal story con- 
tains the Town-Hall, 76 feet long, 76 wide, and 28 high, with a 
gallery on three sides ; and also the Selectmen’s, Board of 
Health, and Assessors’ offices. The attic has a hall, 76 feet 
by 37, devoted to the exercise of the different military corps, 
with several apartments on each side for depositing their arms 
and equipments. 

The Museum, in Tremont street, is a handsome and spacious 
building, and contains an interesting collection of natural and ar- 
tificial curiosities. The repeated ravages of fire have much im- 
peded the completion of the collection ; it is now, however, rap- 
idly increasing and improving under the direction of Messrs. 
Bowen and Doyle. 

Franklin-Place, so calied- from a monument to the memory of 
Dr. Franklin, exhibits two rows of elegant buildings. In one of 
these buildings are kept, in rooms given and fitted up for the 
purpose, the Boston Social Library, and the Library and Collec- 
tion of the Massachusetts Historical Society. 

The Common, at the south-west part of the town and border- 


ing on Charles river, is an enclosed lot of about 45 acres, on the. 


east side of which is the Mall, a publick walk, 600 yards in 
length, shaded by rows of trees. |

The Harbour of Boston is sufficiently capacious for 500 ves= 
sels to ride at anchor in good depth of water, whilst the entrance 
is so narrow 3S scarcely to admit two ships abreast. Itis varie- 
gated with about forty islands, of which fifteen only can be prop- 
erly called so; the others being small rocks, or banks of sand, 
slightly covered with verdure. Most of these islands afford ex- 
cellent pasturage, and are agreeable places of resort in summer 
for parties of pleasure. Fort Independence on Castle Island 
(formerly Castle Wana is about three miles east of Boston, 
is a strong fortress lately built by the government of the United 
States, and defends Boston harbour. Boston Light House stands 
on 2 small island on the north entrance of the channel, Point 
Alderton being on the south, and is about sixty-five feet high. 
Only seven of the islands in the bay are within the jurisdiction 
of the town, and taxed with it, viz. Noddle’s, Hog, Long, Deer, 
Spectacle, Governour’s, and Apple Islands. The wharves and 
quays in Boston are about 80 in number. Long wharf, or Bos- 
ton Pier, extends from the bottom of State street, 1743 feet in 
a straight line, into the harbour; the breadth is 104 feet : at the 
end are 17 feet of water at low tide. Adjoining to this wharf on 
the north isthe T, so called from its form. Vessels are supplied 
» here with fresh water froma well, surrounded by salt water. 

Charles River and West Boston bridges are both on Charles 
river, which flows into Boston harbour. -Charles River Bridge 
leads from Prince street, at the north part of Boston, to Charles- 
town, is 1503 feet long, 42 broad, stands on 75 piers, and cost 
the subscribers 50,000 dollars ; it was opened June 19, 1787. 
West Boston Bridge leads from Cambridge street, at West Bos- 
ton, to Cambridgeport, stands on 180 piers, and is 3487 feet 
long, and 40 feet wide, exclusive of the causeway, whiclris about 
3400 feet ; this bridge cost the subscribers 76,700 dolls. South 
Boston bridge leads from Orange street to South Boston, is 
1570 feet long, and 40-wide. All these bridges have a draw for 
the passage of vessels, and lamps for the benefit of evening pas- 
Sengers, and are supported by tolls. A bridge is contemplated 
to lead from Leverett street to Charlestown, and one to lead 
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irom South street to South Boston ; for tke first permission has 
already been granted by the Legislature. 

Nine free schools are supported here at the public expense, in 
which the children of every class of citizens may freely associate. 
The number of scholars is computed at about 1000. There are 
beside these, many private schools. 

The principal societies in the commonwealth held meetings in 
this town, viz. the Marine Society, American Academy of Arts 
and Sciences, Agricultural Society, Massachusetts Charitable 
Society, Boston Episcopal Charitable Society, Massachusetts 
Historical Society, Society for propagating the Gaspel, Massa- 
chusetts Congregational Society, Medical Society, Humane So- 
ciety, Mechanick Charitable Association, Charitable Fire Soci- 
ety, Massachusetts Missionary Society, Scots Charitable Society, 
Irish Charitable Society, Boston Library Society, Law Library 
Society, Boston Athenzum, and several others. 

The Boston Medical Dispensary, instituted in October, 1796, 
has afforded the means of relief to many necessitous persons, 
among others, whose feelings would. have been hurt by an ap- 
plication for assistance from the Alms house ; as they are by this 
charity attended free of any expense by an able physician, either 
at their own houses, or at the Dispensary, as the case may re- 
quire, and furnished with whatever medicine they may need, 
and with wine, if necessary. This institution is supported by 
subscriptions ; the payment of 5 dollars annually, entitling the 
subscriber to recommend two patients constantly to the care of 
the Dispensary. The townis divided into three districts ; the 
southern comprehends all the south part of the town from the 
south side of Winter and Summer streets ; the Middle from 
thence to the Mill creek, iucluding West Boston; the Northern 
district all the north part of the town from the Mill bridge.

The Female Asylum, instituted in 1800, receives, protects, 
and instructs female orphans until the age of ten years, when 
they are placed in respectable families. This institutionis under 
the management and direction of sixteen respectable ladies, an- 
nually chosen by the members.~ An address is delivered be- 
fore the society on its anniversary, when a collection is made for 
the benefit of the funds. The Asylum is nowkept in South street. 

The Masonick Lodges in Boston are, St.John’s, Rising States, 
Massachusetts, Columbian, Mount Lebanon, and the African 
lodge. 

In Boston are twelve companies of Infantry, divided into three 
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sub-legions, not uniformed ; and the Ancicnt and Honourable 
Artillery, Independent Cadets, Boston Fusihers, Boston Light 
Infantry, Winslow Blue Light Infantry, Washington Light In- 
fantry, Boston Cavalry, and two companies of Artillery, in com- 
plete and elegant uniform. P 

The foreign and domestick trade Of Boston have within a few 
years very rapidly increased. In 1748, 500 vessels cleared out 
of this port for, and 430 were entered from, foreign ports. In 
1784, the entries of foreign and coasting vessels were 372, and 
clexrances 450. In 1794, the entries trom foreign ports were 
567. In 1795, these entries amounted to 725. In 1606, to 932. 

The principal manufactures consist of rum, loaf sugar, beer, 
cordage, wool and cotton cards, playing cards, paper hangings, 
hats, window glass, and chocolate. p 

The Aqueduct Corporation, instituted in 1795, supplies the 
town with excellent water, conveyed by pipes about six miles, 
from Jamaica pond, to the reservoir on Fort hill, and thenee dis- 
tributed through the principal streets in the town. 

South joston, which has been lately added to the town, was 
formerly part of Dorchester, and comprehends that part which 
lies east of Dorchester neck. This spot has been laid out in 
reguisr streets, some of the heights levelled, and sea walls 
erected : the number of inhabitants is vet very small. 

At the annual town meeting in March are chosen, mine select- 
men, to manage the civil and prudential afluirs of the town, a 
town clerk, a treasurer, twelve overseers of the poor, twenty- 
four firewards, and a number of ‘other officers. ‘Twelve consta- 
bles are annually appointed bythe selectmen. A board of health 
is annually formed by the clection of one member from each of 
the twelve wards into which the town is divided. This board 
regulates the quarantine of vessels arriving from sickly climates, 
which generally extends from May to October, and has full 
power to estublish such rules and regulations as may conduce to 
the prevention of contagious or epidemick disorders. 

The collection of the taxes in this town, the amount of which 
must first be voted ata regular town meeting, is confided to the 
treasurer. ‘T'wo freeholders are chosen in each ward as assist- 
ant ussessors ; these form a board for the election of three per- 
manent assessors, who are not members of the board. The per- 
manent asscssors, aided by the assistants in their respective 
wards, value and appraise the estates and income of the inhabi- 
tants, and assess their respective portions of the tax. Six months 
from the date of the tax bill is allowed for the payment, with a 
proportional discount of from 5to 2 per cent. for anticipation. 
The tax for the present year is estimated at 90,000 dollars, and 
the income of town land and estates at 10,000." 


* Of these sums, 14,000 is appropriated for schools, 5000 for 


lamps, 6,500 for watchmen, 18,000 fir the support of the poor, 


10,000 for repairing streets, and 5,000 for the expenses of the 
Health Office. ; nearer 
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Boston has suffered rery considerable losses by fire. That of 
July, 1794, consumed ninety-six houses, ropewalks, &c. and the 
amount of the losses, as given in by the sufferers, was 210,000 
dollars. There are still several parts of the town very much ex- 
posed to great damage from fire, being crowded with wooden 
buildings. The law,which prohibits the erection of any building 
more than ten feet in height, except of brick or stone, is gradu- 
ally remedying the evil ; and this law, which a few years since 
received the serious opposition of a great portion of the inhab- 
itants, is now generally regarded as an essential benefit to the 
town.
